All Three Prisoners are Identified 


by Witnesses Testifying for 


tbe State. 


The testimony in 'the preliminary 


hearing of George Raab, George rf. 
Collins and Robert Henninger, three 
of the eight striking stove polishers 
arrested for Homer Loar's murder, 
was unexpectedly ended Thursday aft- 
ernoon -with the conclusion of the cross 
.examination of Charles Jenkins. 
TTs.-- 


state's attorney, J. R. Fitzgibbon, an- 
nounced that he would rest the case, 
and Mr. Smythe stated that he would 
offer no testimony at all. The court 
then continued the case for ths argu- 
ment until Friday ^morning at 
nine 


O'clock. 
i 


-It was a clever .piece of strategy on 


the part of the defense to cause the 
prosecution to show its hand and to 
give the defense some idea of the line 
of battle. 


The sum total of Thursday's testi- 


mony was the fact that each of the 
three men was identified by witnesses 
as having been in the crowd whici 
stopped Homer Loar and his party on 
the night of the murder. It was also 
brought out that the attack had been 
planned as, a man who has not been 
identified, ran across the canal bridge 
ahead of Loar's party 
of non-union 


polishers and signaled to his confeder- 
ates who, upon hearing his whistle, as- 
sembled from all points of the com- 
pass and blocked the progress of the 
party. 


Aside from this one point, but little 


new evidence was brought out in the 
testimony. 
As before noted the other 


five strikers arrested for the Loar mur 
.der, -waived examination 
and 
were 


bound over to the grand jury which 
convenes in January. 


Charles Jenkins, a polisher, at the 


foundry, stated that he lived at Han- 
over. He had been working at the 
foundry 9 nighis before the shooting. 
His testimony leading up to the time 
of the shooting was practically 
the 


same as that of the first three witness- 
es. He identified Henninger and Col- 
lins as having been in the crowd 
which stopped the party. Jenkins 
stated that he heard the shot fired and 
turned towards Loar, and several more 
shots were fired. He saw Loar come 
towards him staggering. He fell with- 
in six or eight feet from where Jen- 
kins was standing. The witness stated 
that he went on into the foundry and 
worked all night At the conclusion 
of the cross examination, the 
State 


rested. 


Fred Lake, another one of the party 


of which Loar was a member, was 
called by the defense. Lake was sub- 
poenaed by the prosecution and the 
attorney's for the defendants claimed 
the right to cross-exairine the witness. 
An objection was filed by the state and 
it was stated by the Prosecutor thai 
unless the witness had proven himself 
hostile, he could not be subjected to a 
cross examination. The court 
sus- 


tained the state's objection and the 
witness was dismissed without being 
examined directly or indirectly. 


George Raab, Robert 
Heaninger 


and George E. Collins, the striking 
polishers who were arrested T'i .-sday 
night and charged in Squire Lake's 
court with complicity in the murder 
of Homer Loar, were held Friday to 
the grand jury without bail. This de- 
cision was rendered by Squire Lake 
after hearing tbe arguments of Ihe 
attorneys representing the state and 
the defendants.

REBELLION 


SUPPRESSED 


Russian Officials Assert Order Will 


Soon Be Restored at Moscow. 


STRIKE MAY BE DALLED OFF 


Eight Hundred 
Railway 
Employes 


Killed or Wounded by Artillerymen 
Who Bombard a Meeting — No Im- 
provement Shown In the Situation 
In the Provinces. 


Moscow, Dec. 29. — All the members 


of the social revolutionary committees 
have been arrested, and a quantity of 
bombs, infernal machines and corre- 
spondence seized. At the medical bu- 
reau 050 wounded and 105 killed have 
been registered, but it is known that 
there are fully 1,000 unidentified dead 
in the Loutchow quarter alone. A 
mob of armed revolutionaries attack- 
ed the police bureaus, but were re- 
pulsed with serious losses. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 29.— The situa- 


tion in the Russian provinces shows 
no improvement, but the government 
claims to have advices to the effect 
that the rebellion at Moscow has 
been suppressed. Warfare continues 
there but on a smaller scale. Hun- 
dreds of revolutionist leaders are uu- 
der arrest. It is added that the work- 
men's council is considering 
the 


question of calling off the strike. 
The principal danger now seems to 
be that the "black hundred" will com- 
plete the work begun by the troops 
and end the revolt with a horrible 
massacre of the "reds." The lower 
classes are represented as enraged at 
the attempt of the revolutionaries to 
overthrow the emperor, and even with 
the best intentions, it may be impos- 
sible for the authorities to restrain the 
fury of these classes once the opportu- 
nity is offered them. The attacks 
made on striking railroad men at way- 
side stations sufficiently shows the 
temper of the peasant class. 


News from Russian Poland indi- 


cates that the general strike is ex- 
tending. Wholesale arrests have been 
made in the cities. At Sosnovice, an 
attempt has been made to blow up the 
barracks with -dynamite:-' — ^^~- 


The Novoe Vremya reports that a 


meeting of railroad men at Rostoff-on- 
Don was bombarded by artillery, and 
that 800 of those present were killed 
or wounded. The paper also says that 
all the Russian officials in court and 
except those at Mittau and Libau have 
been driven out of that province. 


Four, thousand strikers marched out 


of Moscow and completely destroyed 
several miles of the railroad track be- 
tween St. Petersburg and Moscow, 30 
miles outside of Moscow, in order to 
prevent the arrival of troop trains 
bearing the Seminovsky battalion of 
the horse guard, and the trains backed 
20 miles to Clyne, whence it is under- 
stood the troops will proceed, on foot 
fo their destination. 


The Bourse Gazette prints a rumor 


that Lieutenant General Mistchenko, 
while in the streets of Moscow, was 
wounded by a stray bullet. 


Execution of Police Chief. 


Moscow, Dec. 29. — The revolution- 


ists entered the lodging of the chief 
of police at midnight and told him to 
bid an eternal farewell to his family, 
because he was condemned to die. 
Finding that it was no joke, the chief 
expostulated, but to no purpose. 
Realizing his awful position, he said 
farewell to his family and was hurried 
into the street and shot 
His body 


was found lying in a pool of blood. 


Round Up Rebels. 


Reval, Esthonia, Dec. 29. — The po- 


lice and troops surrounded and arrest- 
ed 70 persons while they were dis- 
cussing the tactics to be used in an 
armed revolt. Among those captured 
were City Councillors Themay and 
Strandman and Acting Mayor Prats. 
The insurgents continue to drive into 
the city the troops operating in the 
country. 


International Snarl. 


London. Dec: 29. — The St Peters- 


burg correspondent of the Times re- 
ports that the relations between Rus- 
sia 
and 
Germany are 
distinctly 


strained, and that there is a possibil- 
ity of international complications aris- 
ing from the rebellion in the Baltic 
provinces.

Changes in methods of conducting 


elections in the future are being pro- 
vided for in a bill which will be fath- 
ered by the honest elections commit- 
tee of Cincinnati, and will call for the 
abolishment of every board of elec- 
tions in Ohio. The bill provides that 
the governor shall instead appoint a 
state board of elections, which shall 
supervise the elections in the state 
and shall operate 
through county 


boards, which shall be held respon- 
sible for the application of the new 
election laws. There will be a bipar- 
tisan feature in all these boards and 
the state board shall have full author- 
ity to canvass returns and certify to 
the governor, who shall thereupon 
issue certificates of election. The bill 
will also provide all the details under 
which the elections shall be held, the 
features of the Australian ballot, of 
course, being retained. 


A bill to compel the railroads to pay 


more taxes has been prepared by 
Mayor Johnson and his cabinet, and 
will be introduced in the legislature 
early in the session. Senator Frederic 
C. Howe will probably father the 
measure. 


It is quite possible that in the Pattl- 


son inaugural parade, Jan. 8, the old 
soldiers of both the Federal and Con- 
federate armies will march hand in 
hand together. Colonel \V. H. Knauss, 
who has charge of the military di- 
vision of the parade, conceived the 
idea of the new feature, and in case it 
is carried out it win be <he first time 
in the history of the state that the

CROP REPORTS 


Government Defends System of Issu- 


ing News to Public and Gives 


Reasons For It. 


Washington, Dec. 29—On account 


of recent criticism 
of the govern- 


ment's system of crop reporting, 
a 


large portion of the annual report of 
the Bureau of Statistics of the Agri- 
cultural Department today issued is 
devoted to justification of the general 
scheme. . 


The bureau holds that frequent re- 


ports of the government on growing 
crops are necessary in orcer to pre- 
vent artificial raising or lowering of 
prices by speculators. Various crop 
reporting agencies exist, organized 
for the benefit of the buyer, and the 
bureau believes the producer should 
have adaquate facilities for learning 
the general 'conditions which the pro- 
ducer cannot have without 
govern- 


ment aid. In issuing the 
crop re- 


ports the government alms to insure 
stability of prices, to prevent produc- 
ers from being misled into making 
early sales at prices lower than jus- 
tified by conditions, to create confi- 
dence, to give productions by locali- 
ties and to give local 
market de- 


mands so that producers may know 
to which market to sell to the best 
advantage and buyers to know where 
best to secure their supplies.

be Sustained. 


The reign of Andrew J. Crilly as 


Mayor of the city of Newark, is rap- 
dly nearing an end. His last official 
acts will probably occur on Saturday 
and no doubt will be his hearing of the 
cases in police court as there is but 
ittle Saturday business in the May- 
or's office. Sunday follows and unless 
something unusual occurs there will 
)e no official duties for Mayor Crilly 
o perform. 
With the opening of the police court 


Monday morning, will begin Mayor 
elect Samuel H. McCleery's troubles 
Seing N?A Year'ti day it is hardly 
probable that Mayor McCleery's duties 
will be very arduous. It is then prob- 
able safe to say that his active duties 
will really begin on Tuesday of next 
week. 


With the coming of the new mayor 


;here have been many conjectures re- 
garding the office of the chief of police. 
It is known thai Dr. McCleery is very 
anxious to appoint William F. Bilber. 
.he well known tailor of this city. Mr 
Jlber, while an excellent tailor and a 
highly esteemed citizen, has not had 
police experience. 


The new4 municipal code provide^ 


that the chief of police shall be ap- 
pointed from the ranks, that he shall 
lave served a given length of time be- 
fore he can assume the duties of such 
an office. The new chief, unless he IF 
:aken from one of the present police 
force, must take the civil service ex 
animation, the same as any 
officer 


le must then be appointed. Accord- 
ing to the interpretation of the code, 
an officer in the police department is 
on probation 
during the 
first 
six 


months of his appointment and is not 
a full fledged patrolman until he has 
served a half year. 


Therefore, the new police chief must 


serve six months after his appointment 
as an officer and must pass the civil 
service examination. After that much 
has been accomplished, Mayor Mc- 
Cleery's trouble is only half com- 
menced. Charges must be brought 
against Chief Sheridan for incompe- 
•ency. unbecoming conduct or other 
similar charges. 
These complaints 


must be supported by sufficient evi- 
dence to convince the board of public 
safety that the officer in question is 
unqualified for the position and the 
board must so decide before he can be 
ousted. 


Those who are familiar with the 


record of Chief of Police Sheridan 
since his appointment more lhan two 
vears ago. know that he has proveil 
an efficient officer. He has had at all 
times, excellent discipline in his de 
partment. As well as possible with 
the small force of men, he has policed 
the city remarkably well. 


Chief Sheridan's dealings with the 


criminal classes has at all times been 
wisely done and his efforts in ferret, 
ing out difficult cases have been very 
successful.

Cleery will find it exceedingly difficult 
to sustain any charge which he migh 
bring against the present chief of po 
Hoe.
